UGEQ president Robert Nel- 
son termed the issue of whet- 
her or not English should be 
an official language in UGEQ 
“irrelevant” at a question-and- 
answer period following yest- 
erday's three-way debate. 

“People group themselves into 
organizations for economic and 
social aims, rather than for irre- 
levant issues such as language,” 
Nelson said. Therefore McGill 
“should not base its decision on 
joining a group on ethnic consi- 
derations, but on the aims” of 
the particular organizations. 
“Language in itself is not an 
aim for society.” 

“A constitution is a tool for 
the workable structure of an or- 
ganization”. For an organization 
to function efficiently, there 
must be one language set up as 
the basic means of communica: 
tion. Since the “main language” 
of UGEQ members is French, 
and since, “when UGEQ was 
founded, there was no one but 
French” the obvious choice was 
made in formulating UGEQ's 
constitution. “If the proportion 
changed,” Nelson said, “we would 
have to declare a new means of 
communication.” 

CUS president Doug Ward re- 
minded McGill students that 
“French can only be your se-

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“What | am afraid of is that McGill will rejoin UGEQ or 
stay in CUS, and not do a bloody thing in either one of them,” 
said CUS President Doug Ward, in yesterday's CUS-UGEQ-or- 
nothing debate, with Ward, UGEQ’s Robert Nelson, and External 


VP Arnie Aberman. 


Ward said that he supports 
UGEQ and hopes that all Quebec 
students become members of that 
organization. What really disturbs 
him about McGill is its execu- 
tive's dogmatic refusal to commit 
themselves on political issues. 


“Even students’ councils that 
concern themselves only with 
yearbooks and dances are making 
political decisions,” said Ward. 
“They're allocating money and 
money is power. 

“It doesn't look like anyone at 
McGill is interested in the signi- 
ficant issues that affect stu- 
dents,” Ward continued. He says 


he is disgusted with council mem- :

A hot tip from Montreal police 
alerted McGill to the assault and 
neo-minuteman John F. Jones, 
Union building manager, was 


able to lock all doors and turn. 


off the lights in the Union before 
U de M students could penetrate 
the outer walls. So effective 
was the fortress that McGill stu- 
dents inside could not leave for 
half an hour. 


Outside, cries of “Vote for 
UGEQ, vive la fraternité” and 
“vive la pill’? came from the mob 
while British sports cars bearing 
the carnival princesses toured 
the grounds. Foresaking the 
Union, the students advanced to 
the Leacock building, where they 
paraded the halls for fifteen 
minutes. Watched by AGEUM 
officials equipped with walkie- 
talkies, they picked up souvenirs 


which were unveiled at the open- 
ing dance at their Sports Centre 
last night. (Parts of toilets were 
rumored to be among the loot.) 


McGill students didn't stand 
idly by in the face of the alien 
invasion. Snowballs pelted the 
twenty buses carrying the crowd, 
and a few strains of “God Save 
the Queen” mixed with French 
chants. 


While “I'm proud to be a Can- 
adian” signs were pasted on the 
buses, Gilles Grenicr, AGEUM’s 
internal vice-president and- one 
of the leaders of the march, said 
to the group, “Let’s get out of 
Canada and go back to Quebec”, 


The march on McGill was more 
successful than two previous car- 
nival stunts this year, at which 
U de M students were arrested,

UGEQ President Nelson agre- 
ed with Ward’s philosophy, “Edu- 
cational problems are only one 
facet of the social problems that 
exist,” said Nelson, “and we can't 
say that the other sectors of 
society are not our concern. When 
we consider the abolition of tui- 
tion fees, we have to take into 
account the other members of 
society that this will affect. 


“Because students are a pri- 
vileged class, they have a duty 
to society to concern themselves 
with other classes.” 


External Vice-President Arnie 
Aberman spoke last to rebut the 
other two. “Because people have 
different points of view,” Aber- 
man said, “I am against joining 
a national union.” 


Aberman advised students who 
agreed with the policies of CUS 
and UGEQ not to vote for mem- 
bership in either organization,

“Honest people differ,” was 
Aberman’s position. To join a 
political organization like CUS or 
UGEQ is to get into a situation 
where “people of good will can’t 
differ on the issues. 

“I respect my fellow students’ 
right to dissent,” Aberman said. 

He went on to say that he was 
fundamentally opposed to mem- 
bership in UGEQ for only one 
reason: language. “If UGEQ con- 
siders English as having the same 
status as Italian or Greek,” said 
Aberman, “how then can a uni- 
lingual province justify giving 
money to an English-speaking 
institution?” , 

Nelson then clarified his posi- 
tion on the grants to Quebec uni- 
versities, “There must be the 
same criteria for giving money 
to one university as to any other,” 
he said. “Before, the money used 
to go to the one who lobbied the 
most, 

“The English in Quebec have 
20% of their population going to 
university; the French have only 
12%. The money must go to the 
university that needs it to de- 
velop.” 








Foreign capital necessary

Canada needs foreign capital in order to stave off 
unemployment and underdevelopment, George Hees said 


yesterday. 


Speaking at an open meet- 
ing of the Progressive Con- 
servative Club, the former Mi- 


‘nister of Trade and Commer- 


ce stressed that Canadians 
should promote investment 
within Canada, but at the sa- 
me time should “fill that gap” 
with foreign capital. 

Hees said that Canada has 
“absolutely unbelievable poten- 
tial for development” but that 
Canadian investors do not ha- 
ve enough confidence in Ca- 
nadian companies and do not 
take risks. He strongly disa- 
greed with Walter Gordon’s 
policy of total control of Ca- 
nadian interests by Canadians, 


Canadian --investors should. 


be encouraged to buy stocks 
in Canadian companies, Hees 
said, He recommended an in- 
crease in income tax deduc- 
tions for stock dividends from 
30 to 35%. He also suggested 
that the government set up 
an organization similar to the 
American Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. The pur- 
pose of this organization 
would be to promote confi- 
dence in the Stock Exchange. 


Against foreign control 

On the question of attempt- 
ed foreign control of subsidia- 
ry Canadian companies, Hees 
stressed that the Canadian go- 
vernment should not tolerate 


any attempt by foreign po-. 


wers to direct operations with- 
in Canada. He suggested that 
Canada should “stand up” to 
other governments and cited 
the recent case of the Mer- 
cantile Bank, 

He also recalled the case 
of President Johnson’s guide- 
lines. These guidelines told 
American companies in Cana- 
da to buy their raw materials 


in the U.S., even if they were 
more expansive than those in 
Canada, Johnson also said 


that profits made in Canada 


should be returned to the U.S. 
and not be used to expand 
the subsidiary companies in 
Canada. Hees said the Cana- 


dian government should not 


have tolerated such attempted 
foreign direction. aK 
Hees emphasized that fo- 
reign companies should be go- 
verned by the same laws as 
Canadian companies, 


Financial courage 


If Canadian investors show- 


ed “financial courage”, he 


-said, they-could “built- up-a- 


better nest-egg quicker” by 
buying stocks instead of put- 


. ting their money in savings 


accounts and government 
bonds. In this way, Canada 
would no longer be a “pro- 
ducer of raw materials” as 
she once was, but a “great 
industrial nation”. 

Because foreign investors 
took the risks, they derived 
the benefits of the Canadian 
resources, On the other hand, 
Canadians have profited from 
their invested capital, taxes, 
employment and prosperity. 


Therefore, we should “welco-. 


me additional capital” as well 
as investing our own capital 
in Canadian interests, 

Hees noted that if Canada 
did not continue receiving out- 
side capital, the economy 
would slow down with some 
very disastrous effects, 

Hees declared himself in fa- 
vor of free education, saying 
“we're out for perfection” and 


that only through education 


could Canada compete with 
her industrial rivals.

The bogeyman 

It is clear from yesterday's meetings that 
opposition to membership in UGEQ on this 
campus does not result from disagreement 
with UGEQ's basic aims. Better education on 
all levels, universal accessibility, a larger 
role for the student in the university com- 
munity and in society are goals that seem 
to have attracted a consensus at McGill as 
elsewhere. Where the difficulty lies is in the 
different concepts of the positions of the 
French majority and the English minority in 


Quebec. 


Even Mr. Aberman seems to agree that 
French should be the working language in 
UGEQ, as it is in Quebec organizations from 
the Legislature on down. But to go from 
there to allowing it to be the one official 
language is a. step that some people appear 
to be unwilling to take. The argument pre- 
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sented-by.M. Nelson was simple and. prag-. 


matic: this corresponds to reality. Language 
is a means of communication; the only prac- 
tical way to run a union is to have one 
means of communication; therefore, you a- 
dopt the language of the majority and put 
that in the constitution. The gulf between 
the UGEQ president who makes such a 
statement and the McGill students who take 
it as a personal affront is obviously not an 
easy one to bridge. 

Reaction to the almost sacrilegious allega- 
tion that maybe McGill is not getting short- 
changed with its grant can be seen in the 
same context. One side sees ham-handed 
anti-English discrimination; the other sees a 
certain amount of money to be distributed 
and certain priorities to be met. Clearly, Mc- 
Gill would suffer, at least initially, if mean- 
ingful criteria were set.up for the distribu- 
tion of grants, as M. Nelson asks. But it is 
equally clear that this is the only way to 


ensure proper development of all the uni- 


versities in this province. It is futile to try to 
work for our own interests against the 
French students; if we want to see that Mc- 
Gill is fairly treated, we should be working 
with them to combat a situation in which 
such inadequate sums are devoted to -uni:- 
versity education as a whole. 

But to do that requires that we look at 
ourselves in a completely different way. We 
must stop over emphasizing the English part 
of our status as English Quebecers and start 
emphasizing the Quebecer. We must realize 
that our position as an English minority 
within a French province exists not by divine 


tight but because we have worked out a 


modus vivendi with the majority, and that 
this modus vivendi is constantly changing. 
We must stop viewing every French Cana- 
dian advance as a threat to ourselves and 
see that it can be to our advantage as much 
as to anyone else’s. 


This is what is meant by defining our- 


. selves within the Quebec context and this is 


what we are going to have ta do if we are 
to have any influence on the direction this 
province takes. Mr. McCoubrey's courage- 


. ous stand of last week was based on the 


realization that this is the important things. 
If we can do this, we will be able to assume 
our proper role; we will not be so worried 
that we might be no different as a cultural 
group from the Greeks and the Poles and in- 
stead applaud the advance of Greek and 
Polish culture in Quebec society; we will be 
able to stop being afraid of the bogeyman 
and start dealing with the real issues.

FROM THE IVORY TOWER: 


Economic Education 


I am presenting data which show that mathematics now 
constitutes an everyday language in economics. In particular, 
the data will indicate that, without the knowledge of calculus 
and mathematical statistics, economists today are unable to 
reach full understanding of nearly a half of general economic 
literature. 

Based on the data, I propose that our department (Depart- 
ment of Economics and Political Science) must put more 
emphasis on the mathematical training of economics students. 
At the level of graduate training I have two concrete measures 
to propose for the department’s consideration. One, inter- 
mediate mathematics must be added to Master’s comprehen- 
sive exams as a compulsory subject. Or, at least, introductory- 
mathematics course must be made compulsory as is statistics 
course at present. Two, mathematics should be admitted as a 
foreign language equivalent in the Ph.D. language require- 
ment. This would give students an incentive in learning more 
mathematics. 

I made up a table to summarize my data. (A copy of my 
original more detailed data is available in the economics li- 
‘brary, Stephen Leacock Building.) I chose seven representa- 
tive economic journals published in the U.S., Canada and Bri- 
tain (AER, JPE, QJE, CJEPS, EJ, Economica, OPE). I chose 
for the survey the issues of the journals published in 1965. 

I picked up all the papers in these issues except a few: (the 
papers treating politics, legal matters, etc.) The total number 











of the paper thus selected amounted to 231. I then counted : 


the number of papers to obtain frequency distribution by 
type of mathematics used. A paper that uses two or more 
types of mathematics is counted each time in each group of 
mathematics. However, a paper that uses mathematical sta- 
tistics is counted only once in the mathematical-statistics 
group even when other types of mathematics are used there.

Dear Sir, 


Dean Stansbury’s suggestion 
that American students are 
free to decide whether their 
grades are submitted to their 
draft boards is not very convin- 
cing. Their freedom consists of 
choosing between requesting 
that their grades be submitted, 
or going to Vietnam, or to jail, 
or changing their citizenship. 

Under the present circum- 
stances, everyone involved in 
the marking process — from 
laboratory demonstrators afid 
conference leaders to perma- 
nent members of the faculty — 


becomes an agent of the US 


government. A grade given to 
any student, American or not, 
determines the overall level of 
marks, and who will fall into 
the bottom third. This raises a 
legal question, one of breach 
of contract, since on accepting 
employment at this University, 
there was no suggestion that 
one of the conditions of service 
was to provide such services to 
Washington. 

Much more onerous is the. 
realization that with every 
grade that is given, goes the 
responsibility of deciding whe- 
ther some student should re- 
main a student, or whether he 
should be made available as 
cannon fodder in Vietnam. 

Equally unpalatable is the 
consideration that the marker 
becomes a direct agent in the. 
selection process of the per- 
sonnel who will commit atroci- 
ties against a people who are 
fighting for the right to self- 


determination, and against un- 
involved civilians. 7 

In view of the fact that Amer- 
ican universities like Harvard 
and Columbia refuse to cooper- 
ale with the draft boards, Mce- 
Gill can hardly be expected to 
do less.

development” is, in my opinion, 
a gross error. While events 
within China itself - certainly 
have played a major role in 
initiating the current crisis, 
there can be no doubt that in- 
ternational considerations have 
their place in the “Great Pro- 
Ietarian Cultural Revolution” 
Let us not for one moment 
think that the U.S. presence in 
Vietnam or China’s sclf-aliena- 
tion from most of the Commu- 
nist world has not precipitated 
heated debate within the Polit- 
buro. Indeed the belligerence 
emanating from Peking in the 
last few years, repulsive and 
frightening as it has been for 
the rest of the world, has cer- 
tainly caused a rift between 
Mao and those who would a- 
dopt a more moderate line. It 
is Mao himself who has said, 
amongst other things, that 
China could easily survive a 
nuclear war, éven after losing 
several hundred million people. 


Let us get back to internal 
events. You claim that the 
cultural revolution is a struggle 
between Mao and right-wing 
reactionary members of the 
Commurist Party, But who are 
these reactionaries? They are 
the leaders of the Party and 
the Government, headed by 
President Liu Shao Chi (most 
of whom are old Marxists like 
Mao, most of whom soiled their 
hands against Chiang). In fact, 
it is the “Long March" crowd 
who have turned against their 
old boss. 


Why? Because perhaps they 
have’ finally recognized that 
the successive series of econo- 
mic, social and political disast- 
ers brought on by Chairman 
Mao's Great Leap Forward, his 
Commune plan and this current 
upheaval have left China in 
quite a mess. Her economy to- 
day is far from what it could 
have been under a more en- 


Eyes examined 


lightened system. Politically, 
She stands almost isolated in 
a hostile world, hurling abusive 
Statements at everyone from 
Nikita Khruschev to the Pope. 


The anti-Stalin reaction in 
Russia after that ‘dictator's 
death has also had a great ef- 
fect on Mao’s thinking. Having 
seen what befell his Soviet 
comrade post-mortem, he fears 


Similar -happenings after his 


own demise. This is one reason 
for the conscious attempt at 
self{-dei{%:ation, and removal of 
all potential Khruschevs, Brehz- 
nevs and Kosygins from the 
ranks. 


Mao's futile attempt to re- 
turn to the glorious days of the 
thirties is inconceivable; for he 
is no longer in the caves of 
Yenan, He how has responsibi- 
litics towards hundreds of mil- 
lions of Chinese peasants ahd 
workers, all of whom yearn 
for better conditions, such as 
their Soviet brethren (“betray- 
ers” as they are) have achiev- 
ed. Indeed, it is the workers, 
the very backbone of any Com- 
munist society who have re- 
jected their leader en masse. 
So, what have Mao and Lin 
done? They've turned loose mil- 
lions of teen-agers all around 
the country, waving little red 
books, writing posters, and in 
general, creating total chaos. 


It is difficult, cven for the 
best informed experts on China 
to properly assess what is going 
on in that troubled country. 
Your elitist conclusion that this 
purge is an attempt by Mao to 
revive his fading leadership 
With new blood from below 
might well be valid, Yet who 
is to say that this is not a su- 
preme effort by a senile old 
man to prevent the death of 
Maoism with Mao?

cond language, and you will have

On the question of government 


grants to McGill, Nelson said, “I 


am concerned with McGill, only 
in that it is a part of Quebec 
education as a whole.’ Since the 
provincial government allocates 


“a limited amount of funds only” 


for education, he said, “at some 
times, you should favor some uni- 
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versities over others, to get an 
equalization of universities,” 

When asked if he would oppose 
independent lobbying by McGill 
for more funds, Nelson said that 
he would, just as he would if 
l'Université de Montréal, or any 
other Quebec university lobbied 
on their own. Money should be 
obtained collectively, that is 
through UGEQ, for more even 
distribution. 


“Since the money you give to 
McGill will be taken out of some 
place else,” Nelson said that 
knowledge of the needs of all 
universities is necessary for a 
realistic distribution. 


Ward said that “neither CUS 
nor UGEQ wants an organization 
which is solely an interest group 
for students.” Nelson added, 
“You cannot discuss students’ 
problems without looking at so- 
ciety”, 

It is effective, Ward zed to 
“start with a big issue, such as 
Viet Nam or Canadian national- 
ism, to shake up the dead liberal- 
democratic tradition” on campus. 
Since there is no strong labor 
movement in Canada to effect 
change, ‘‘you have to resign your- 
self to using the middle class as 
an action group, and the common 
experience of the middle class is 
the university.” 

Nelson and Ward agreed that, 
as Nelson put it, the work “has 
to start on the individual cam- 
puses, rather than leave it to 
the twelve men on the exccutive.”

It is clear from the table that 
mathematics is indispensable in 
reading general cconomic litera- 
ture. We are no longer living in 
the day when Pareto, a mathe- 
matical. economist, grumbled: 
“Their (non-mathematical econo- 
mists’) gabbles cannot prove any: 
thing, but mathematics can at 
least prove the general Interde- 
pendence of economic variables,” 
(The quotation may not be pre- 
cise because the source book is 
missing from the library.) Today, 
we do not have to resort to such 
an argument as Pareto's to de- 


_fend the importance of mathe- 


matics. Reality forces economists 
to learn mathematics, —

Thousands of students march- 
ed across the Los Angeles camp- 
us and presented chancellor 
Franklin Murphy with a lit of 
demands: they called for the 
Board of Regents’ rejection of 
the proposal by Governor Ronald 
Reagan that a tuition fee be in- 
stituted, rejection of a proposed 
cutback in state appropriations 
for the university, some role for 
the students in selecting Kerr's 
successor, and a permanent posi- 
tion for students in the directing 
of the university. 


On the Berkeley campus, “Im- 
peach Reagan” buttons appeared 
and leaflets were distributed. 
An editorial in the Daily Califor- 
nian decried the dismissal of 
Kerr and safl, “the university 
grew under his quiet, brilliant, 
and unflamboyant leadership.” 


One student said, “No matter 
what Kerr has done in the past, 
he is the finest educator in this 
country if not in the whole 
world,” 

Theodore Meyer, chairman of 
the Regents, admitted that there 
had been some conflict between 
Kerr and the Regents since his 
handling of the Berkeley disord- 
ers of 1964. Meyer invited the 
Academic Council to arrange for 
a faculty committee to “advise 
the Regents on the appointment 
of a new president.” 

The academic leaders, meeting 
in executive session, also had to 
consider the probable disparity 
between the budget the univers-
